People seem as if they are in this to make more money than is 
reasonable and I think that some of the folks that take ugly, dirty, 
old stuff to these activities and try to sell it for the same prices 
as really nice, clean equpment should sell for are really screwing 
things up. 


The best buys I have had recently DID NOT come from these folks, but

from me, they'll carry it onward...until then, the old rigs have a good 
home....

Here is a trick I learned with 
my Sony reel-to-reel remote control deck: Buy a 4PDT relay, Take it 
apart and throw away the relay. Make a strain relief hole the right 
size for your cable in the plastic case. Wire it up and screw it 
together. 


The plastic relay cover is about twice the size of a xtrue*x plug, but 
if you can't find the original, it'll do in a pinch.

Greetings all, 

After sucess working on the HRO60R this morning and tracking 
down the low receive I was inspired. The early HRO was next. The 
reason for this post is to describe and ask if anything sounds at all 
familiar to anyone. 

This unit started out as an original HRO version 4. I am convinced 
of that. It has however been modified heavily. The modifications are 
done beautifully by the way. Look very old and I'm sorry but look 
original. Now you and I know that is probably not the case but this 
was done with precision redundancy on all added sockets etc. 

Here is the deal. Where down the middle of the radio from left 
to right there was originally 6 tubes there are now 10. There is also 


an OC3 neatly planted between what was the 1st if and the 2nd if 
tube sockets. The original line up from left to right is a 42 audio, 
6D6 ist rf, 6D6 2nd rf, 6C6 1st det, 6C6 hf osc and 6D6 ist if. 

What I now have is totally differant. The 42 remains but the next 
three tubes have been replaced with 6AC7s. Each of the 6AC7s 

are followed by an added 6C4. The fourth tube the 6C6 hf osc 

has been replaced with a 6C4 also and also has another 6C4 

between it and the last tube in the line. That last tube is not a 
6D6 but a 6C6. The back row of tubes is all the same as original. 

There are two additional controls on the front panel either 
side of the main tuning knob. The one on the left peaks the 
Signals and the one on the right varies the frequency of the signal. 
The frequency excursion is quite a bit. I have not calculated it 
exactly but on 20 bandspread it probably moves 20 or so KCs! 

The receiver works and rather well at that. Has anyone ever 
seen a mod like the above done and documented anywhere? 

I do not want to retro this but when I do an arbitrary cap change 
out I will start to draw a diagram of the receiver and reverse engr it 
on paper. Unless it is a mod that has been written up somewhere. 

I have looked through the QSTs from the late thirties through the 
early fifties. I have them all back to Jan 35. I may have overlooked 
this but dont think so.

priority, the the S-1 comes out the winner...if AM is important, the 

J-4 is a better selection, this is assuming, of course, that you

The 51S-1 is an amazingly competent receiver and compared to any of 
the competition from Hallicrafters, Hammarlund, or National, was

After using Collins radios for a while and then going back to say the 
HQ-180A, I find that I really miss the 1kc dial resoloution when 
trying to find SW stations...I have even used a Collins to find a 
station and the tuned a National HRO-60 or NC-183D to that 
station....find them with a Collins, listen to ‘em with a National..... 


When you consider that the newest solid state general coverage 
receivers from Drake, Kenwood, or Icom cost as much or more than a 
used 51S-1 and they will only go down in value while the S-1 should 


at least hold it's own, it's not really that bad of an investment to 
own a Collins....for example, the Drake R-8 was around $900 when it 
was new, now those radios are selling for $500 to $575...I have an

Early Rangers used cathode keying and did not have this adjustment. Later 
versions added the timed sequence keying feature which consisted of a 
small chassis next to the vfo , suspended by 3 post. On it were 2 tubes 
and a pot. The pot is adjusted by putting the rig in cw mode, turning the 
pot clockwise until the rig key itself then turning counterclockwise until 
it unkeys. 


This system keys the vfo first then keys the other stages after the "big 
chirp" is finished. It also keeps the vfo running for a short time after 
the rig is unkeyed, again to avoid transmitting the chirp. I can hear the 
chirpy vfo down under my main signal on my monitor receiver. I'm sure glad 
I'm not transmitting that mess! 


Ranger VFO's are very critical as to mechanical stability. Be sure you 
have all the screws in their place and that they are tight. Commonly, the 
screws on the top front cover of the vfo are missing because they can't be 
removed without pulling the entire vfo cover/box off which first requires 
re;moving the entire front panel. Imagine that! To replace the tubes in 
the vfo, you must remove the entire front panel and vfo cover assy. What a 
mess! Leaving out the 2 screws eliminates that problem but causes 

horrible vfo instability.

I just got a Ranger yesterday, not working yet, with zeroxes of the manual 
and ad flyer. 


It seems there are early and late Rangers, where the early models 
lack the little keyer subchassis on the upper left. My photos 

and one schematic don't show it (V13 and V14, 6AL5 and 12Au/x7), 

but my rig has it and another schematic does show it, 

and the text describes it. An early rig may indeed not key the VFO. 


And owners (in some cases, bulders) may have modified how many stages 
get keyed. 


The manual describes how to add the 2nd 6CL6 tot he Spot function, 

in case you want xmorex spotting signal to your rx (instead of upgrading 
from crystal detector to regenerative rx?), and maybe you can also 
rewire the switch to omit the 1st 6CL6 from Spot. 


Anyway, check your rig for the subchassis, and check what stages are 
getting keying bias. 


BTW, is that 6AQ5 clamp tube supposed to work? When I rotate the 
switch thru Phone to get to Standby, the plate meter goes TINK!

I saw several items that caught my eye, but several I thought 

were too high for the condition. Ron Follmar had a 51-J4 that I 

kept going back to look at. He wanted $325 for it. It had three 
mechanical filters, and I think would be a nice unit with some 

work. The dial drum cord needed restringing, the inside was fairly 
dirty, and the fron panel needed some restoration. It probably wasn't 
a bad deal at $325, but with stuff still sitting awaiting 

work here, I didn't feel up to investing that much in a project when 
I have no idea of when I might actually get around to it. 


Several other interesting items that I also finally decided against: 


Collins R390 - nice cosmetically, very smooth tuning, with some type 
of unknown RF problem. $200, but again I don't really need another 
project right now. 


HQ-200 - Supposedly "new out of the box", and it did look it. Very 
nice, but it's a bit late in the era (too much sand state in it), and 
at $375 I resisted. 


Others have posted some good summaries, so I won't repeat them. 
I did end up buying a few items:

Hi Gang, 


Here's a problem I wonder if anyone else has noticed. I've been 
refurbishing a couple of 30L-1 amplifiers (one wing emblem, one round), and 
as a precaution I soldered a couple of 150V MOV surge arrestors from each 
side of the AC line to ground. Now, when I plug either amplifier into the 
AC line, the house circuit breaker trips. The circuit breaker is a GFI 
type, and it is apparently tripping because of leakage current through the 
MOVS. I checked the resistance to ground through the MOVS and it checked 
infinite. However, the meter "kicked" when first connected, like a 
capacitor was charging. I'm wondering if there is a residual resistance in 
an MOV when voltage is first applied, which then increases to infinity 
after a fraction of a second. Such behavior would explain my symptom. 
Anybody else noticed such an effect? Normally one wouldn't notice the 
problem, since most times a GFI circuit breaker isn't used in a hamshack. 


(I'm in a new QTH and the wiring is a bit strange.) Thanks,

I'm first going to assume that the voltage rating on a 150V MOV is 
xpeakx voltage. If this is the case, then you need to use a higher 
voltage MOV. This is because the peak voltage on an AC line (assuming 
120 VAC) is about 170 VAC (= rms * sqrt(2)). As 190 v is greater than 
150 v, the MOV is going to clamp and blow your fuse. To be safe, 
assume that the max AC RMS is 135 VAC (and that therefore the max peak 
voltage is about 190 volts). This would equate to a 200 volt MOV 
(usually rated at a min Vbr of 190 v and max Vbr of 210 v). 


Of course, you may not need MOV's at all. I'm not sure there's 
anything delicate in a 30L1 that needs to be protected from 
transients...

I recently built a new hamshack 
room in my garage. Local code required GFCI protection for any circuit 
in a grage, kitchen or bathroom. After completing the room I started 
moving my BAs in. I took great care in the design to include a station 
grounding bus comsisting of 3/4 copper pipe around the periphery of the 
room connected to four 10 ft. ground rods with 6' of 4 inch copper 
strap. Each chassis is grounded. As I connected the BAs (20+pieces so 
far) the GFCI started tripping intermittently. The rate of trip 
increased as more BAs were installed. After two days of 
frustration 
I ripped out the GFCI... BTW, before deciding to eliminate the GFCI 
I replaced line bypass caps where defective, still the breaker tripped.

Jim Garland, W8ZR, noted that he had a problem with ground-fault circuit 
interruptors after installing metal oxide varistors in hs amplifier. He 
asked how much current they should draw at 120 volts and also noted that 
when performing a resistance reading on the MOV's, the meter needle 
kicked. 


MOV's are normally rated for the RMS voltage they can withstand without 
excesSive conduction. Thus a 130 volt MOV normally passes extremely 


little current until the voltage across it is above 183 volts. In fact, 
for significant current to flow, the voltage must be quite a bit higher 
than this. 


One failure mode for MOV's is for them to begin conducting at lower 
voltages. MOV's have a limited life based on the number of times that 
they have done their job, and damage to them cumulative. If you have 
light bulbs and other items in your house blown after a thunderstorm, the 
chances are that the MOV's may have taken a jolt and should be replaced. 


However, a typical MOV has considerable capacitance. A simple and quick 
approximation published by GE was: 


C = 0.2 uF x Dx D / RV 


where: C = capacitance, microFarads 
D = MOV diameter in inches 
RV = rated MOV voltage 


For a V150LA20 MOV, the diameter is 0.89 inches and the voltage rating is 
150 volts. The estimated capacitance is ©.001056 uF. The data sheet 
shows a value of 1400 pF or about 1/3 higher. A later data sheet (Harris) 
gives a value of 1900 pF so I suspect the approximation gives too low a 
value. 


This capacitance is not very different from what we might use as a line 
bypass capacitor. While not passing much current at 60 Hz, it may be 
enough to trip a sensitive GFCI. 


I would normally hesitate to recommend that anyone stop using a 
ground-fault interruptor, especially around the workbench. They really 
are life-saving devices. However, around radio equipment they tend to be 
nuisances. Even a little RF in the shack due to high VSWR will trip them 
as will bypass capacitors in older gear.

I agree with Barry that we should try to be as safe as possible, but I too, 
have found GFCI's around the bench a nuisance. When I built my shop/shack 
about a year ago, I GFCI'd everything but the 220 volt outlet. Then, soon 
after, I had to remove the GFCI on the radio desk because even the good 
stuff like my Collins 516F2 power supplies would trip it. Now, I have 

one workbench without GFCI's and one with them. The one with the GFCI's 
gets most of the work as that is where the test equipment is....most of 
which is BA test equipment...Heathkit, Voltohmist, etc....which is two 
prong ac plug stuff. Anyway, if the BA I'm working on has a 3-wire 
grounded type ac cord and plug, I will move it to the other bench if 

it trips the GFCI's...my recently acquired R390A does this easily. 


Anyway, when working on a "new" BA acquisition, there are 2 things I always 
always always do before the first power up....one is reform the 
electrolytics...the second is to install a 3-wire grounded ac cord/plug. 
This way, I don't get any unpleasant surprises one way or the other.

I've fallen prey to that disease of assuming that everyone else does 
things like I do: I had the vision in my mind of the tee/splitter being right AT 
the freq. counter input. 


Mike is 100% right on this one -- since the freq counter is NOT a 50 ohm 
load (as mentioned in a previous post) the rx will see a nice open-ended 
stub somewhere in the middle of its feed and the end result will be a 
single-stub tuner! 


>BTW, a lot of older rx manuals specify various "dummy antenna" 
>circuits to be inserted between the generator and the rx's antenna 
>terminals. These range from one R or C to some pretty fancy 
>series-parallel R/C networks. I guess they impOrove the odds that your 
>Antenna Trimmer control will still peak when you go to your real 
>antenna. 


My guess is that they improve the odds that the antenna trimmer doesn't 
peak all over the map! Similar to the effect noted above, most of these 
dummy antenna circuits simply serve as a loss pad to damp out strong 
resonances. I recall that the Ford auto-radio test engineers used to 

place a "50-220" between the sig-gens and the radio inputs: simply a 

series 220 ohm resistor and a 50 pF cap to ground. This "matched" the 
radio input to the whip antenna -- which of course is nuts Since we are 
talking about a 100:1 frequency span here! I have to believe that the loss 
afforded by this "match" served to keep the test setup from becoming a 
component and helped to keep repeatability up. 


>Now if your antenna feed is 50 ohms resistive across the bands, a sing 
>gen is already the right match to align your RF stage to, but we don't all

I too have observed this overpricing phenomenon, and on 
both coasts. I've been on both sides of the table, too. When 
I'm selling, I want to get a fair price, but I depending on 
the item, I may not want to take it back with me. I'll drop 
prices if it's getting late and things aren't moving. Sometimes, 
it may take hamfest or two to move an item. Just a different 
mix of buyers is sometimes all it takes. 


There are certain common items, Kenwood rigs and Drake C-lines 
come to mind as examples, that fall into well established price 
ranges and supply/demand tend to balance. The uncommon gear is 
subject to wider pricing variations and the gouging potential 
is higher. Anyone who xreally* wants to sell their gear will 
price it to move. To wit: the Viking 6N2 I picked up a few years 
ago for the princely sum of $10, or the Heath SB-610 I got for 
$15. Bargains, to be sure. I knew of an individual who was trying 
to sell a C-line for $500. Both of these examples are probably beyond 
the 6-sigma points on the price curve. 


I can't believe the regular sellers (and we've all seen them) 
go to the trouble and expense of procuring trucks and renting trailers, 
etc., to haul this stuff around and not make a few sales and make it 
economically worth their while. Yet, I've seen these people time and 
again with ridiculously priced gear, bx*x** and moan about how people 
are so cheap. But, they're also unwilling to budge on their price. If 
they're so greedy or their business "overhead" (whatever that means 
in this context) is so high that the items for sale must be inflated 
appropriately, then they deserve miniscule sales. 


On the flip side of the coin are the ‘collectables'. I'm not holding 
my breath hoping to find an ‘affordable’ 75A4. The shame is that many 
of these pieces wind up in the hands of overseas collectors, who can 
afford to pay the fee. I'm sure I'll see an A4 break the $1.5K price 
point soon. What is this, BA prices indexed to the Dow Jones? 


I must be too polite a buyer. If I see an unpriced item that I 
might want to buy, I'll think twice about asking. If I gotta have it, 
then it's time to haggle. Perhaps it's time to start practicing 
mercenary buying techniques and make offers as equally insulting as 
the asking price. Come to think about it, that and voting with our 
wallets are the only way to drive the market down...

Only other problems are an occasional crackling sound through the speakers and 
the crystal calibrator seems to float all over the place. Chased it up the dial 
last night. Any easy fixes here? 


I did notice that the fusing is different on my two models. The early Collins 
has one fuse; the new one three. Otherwise they appear identical.

I wonder if anyone on the list is using a TMC GSB-1 with 
their GPR-90. I have one here that works fairly well, except that there 
seems to be a lot of high freq stuff (>15KHz) coming out with the audio on 
SSB. Seems to be happening with the product detector, and causes weaker 
signals to be lost. Generally, the signals (AM or SSB), sound better just 
using the GPR-90 without the GSB-1 and it shouldn't be that way. I have no 
manual or schematic on the GSB-1 unit, but have checked all the tubes and 
tried some subs to no avail.

Someone just asked about BA sites around London but I deleted the mail before 
I decided to respond, so don't know who asked. 


It's been several years since my last visit, but might I suggest touring the 
HMS Belfast, a WWII battle cruiser moored on the Thames between London Bridge 
and Tower Bridge. It's on the south side of the river very close to Tower 
Bridge (at least it was last time I was there). There is the typical tour 
route thru the ship which takes you by the radio shack. While the radio shack 
was chained to prevent actual entry it was open so that you could see 

inside. I happened to notice some QSL cards on the far bulkhead and asked 

the tour guide if there was an active ham station on board. He said there was, 
and upon finding out I was a ham, gave me over to another crew member who was 
part of the radio shack. This person held me back from the tour group and after 
they had left the area, opened up the shack and let me in so I could take a 
look at all the gear. Most of it I didn't recognize but it sure was impressive 
stuff. After a while, he led me through some passageways not on the regular 
tour path and we ended up in what was the NCO's mess. Now, unlike US Navy ships 
you may recall that British ships are "wet". I spent the whole rest of the day 
and well into the evening hours in the NCO's mess quaffing down 807's with the 
crew, several of whom were also hams. This is a part of the tour the public 
normally doesn't see since the NCO's mess and bar is not open to the public or 
even on the tour route. I highly recommend it for any visiting hams and hope 
the hospitality is the same as it was when I was there. You'll see some great 
BA gear and enjoy some atmosphere we tourist colonials seldom encounter. I 
think the ship was maintained as a museum by the British War Museum and was 
staffed by regular Navy personnel as it was still considered a commissioned 
ship of the Royal Navy. Maybe one of the British BA'ers can confirm the 

HMS Belfast is still alive, well and open for tours on the Thames. 


Real close by, on Tooley Street if I remember right, was the London Dungeon, 
another place you may want to visit. It's only connection with BA's is it's 
the kinda place the dreaded Wouff Hong or Ritty-Snatch would have been quite 
at home in!.

Not only is there an Australian destroyer full of boatanchors and a 
functioning ham station (all sandy I'm afraid, the lovely boatanchors 
are only for display..), but there is also a genuine Russian 
submarine which is open for inspection. It's in original condition 
except for the weapons - apparently it was capable of firing nuclear 
torpedoes. All the radio equipment is still there and apparently 
operational. The former owners encouraged the local hams to use the 
gear, but nobody could understand the instructions or labels on it 
:-). It looks a lot like western boatanchors except most of the 


cabinets are cream coloured with red markings instead of grey. There 
is radar, sonar and comms equipment all clearly visible.
